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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview with 
Mr. Haidle on 2-13-2007. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

In claim 15, line 2, the word "repositioning" has been changed to -displaying-; 
In claim 16, line 2, the word "repositioning" has been changed to -displaying—; and 
In claim 20, last line, the word "date" has been changed to -day-. 
The above changes have been made to correct minor oversights by the applicant and to 
place the application in condition for allowance. 
Claims 7-9 and 11-30 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The method for displaying time as claimed including particularly the steps of displaying 
at least one twilight section for indicating the beginning and ending of twilight with the twilight 
section fixed on the clock face and repositioning the twilight section on the clock face once the 
current time is after the ending of twilight, is not taught nor suggested by the prior art of record.
